S.R.O. 15-E.—Whereas, certain draft rules regulating the division of the 
Lucknow Cantonment into wards for the purpose of holding elections in the said 
cantonment and the determination of the number of members to be elected by 
each ward were published, as required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924), at pages 120 to 122 of the Gazette of India, Part II Section 4 
dated the 7th March, 1970 under the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Defence No, S.R.O. 132 dated the 21st February, 1970 inviting 
objections or suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within 
a period of thirty days from the date of publication of the said notification; 

And whereas, the said notification was made available to the public on the 
7th March, 1970; 

And whereas, objections and suggestions received from the public have been 
considered; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of 
section 31 of the said Act and in supersession of the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 27 dated the 19th January, 
1961, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
division of Lucknow Cantonment into wards, namely:— 

1, Short title and commencement,—(1) These rules may he called the Lucknow 
Cantonment (Division into wards) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Division of cantonment into wards. —For the purpose of holding elections

(Boundaries of Wards) 


Ward No. I 

The boundary runs Eastwards from boundary pillar No. 10 along Cantonment 
boundary upto pillar No. 25, then from pillar No. 25, it turns towards Southeast 
along Cantonment boundary upto pillar No. 28, then from pillar No. 28, ii turns 
towards South along Cantonment boundary upto pillar No. 30, and then from 
pillar No. 30 It turns towards West alongwlth Cantonment boundary upto pillar 
No. 31 and then from pillar No. 31 it turns towards Southwest along Cantonment 
boundary upto boundary pillar No. 35. From boundary pillar No. 35 it turns 
towards Northwest along Sultanpur Hoad upto crossing of Bahadurshah Marg 
and sultanpur Road. From crossing of Sultanpur Road and Bahadurshah Marg 
It turns towards South along Bahadurshah Marg upto the crossing of Sardar Patel 
and Bahadurshah Margs. From the crossing of Sardar Patel and Bahadurshah 
Margs it turns towards West along Sardar Patel Road upto Mahatma Gandhi Road. 
From the crossing of Mahatma Gandhi Road and Sardar Patei Marg towards 
Northeast along Mahatma Gandhi Road upto its crossing with Nehru Road. From 
crossing of Nehru and Mahatma Gandhi Roads It turns towards East along Nehru 
Road upto Kasturba Marg. From crossing of Kasturbp Marg and Nehru Road it 
turns towards North along Kasturba Road upto Dilkusha Road. F;om the crossing 
of Dilkusha Road and Kasturba Marg it turns towards Northeast along Dilkusha 
Road upto its crossing with Biblapur Road and then it turns towards Southeast 
along Biblapur Road upto its crossing with Burning Ghat Road. From the crossing 
of Bihiapur and Burning Ghat Roads, it turns towards North upto boundary 
pillar No. 19. 

Ward No. II 

From boundary pillar No, 35 the boundary runs towards South and then 
'South westwards along Cantonment boundary upto boundary pillar No. 50. There¬ 
from It turns towards North along the Rai Bareilly Road upto its junction with 
Mahatma Gandhi Road. From the crossing of Mahatma Gandhi and Rai Bareilly 
Roads, it turns towards Northeast alohg Mahatma Gandhi Road upto its crossing 
with Sardar Patel Marg. From the crossing of Sardar Patel Marg and Ma rin.i 
Gandhi Road, it turns towards east along Sardar Patel Marg upto crossing of 
Bahadurshah and Sardar Patel Margs. From the crossing of Sardar Patel and 
Bahaduishah Marg, it turns towards North along Bahadurshah Marg upto 
■crossing of Sultanpur Road and Bahadurshah Marg. From the crossing of Sultan¬ 
pur Road and Bahadurshah Marg. it turns towards Southeast along Sultanpur 
Road upto boundary pillar No. 35. 

Ward No. Ill 

The boundary runs from boundary pillar No. 50 towards Northwest along 
Cantonment boundary upto boundary pillar No. 54. From boundary pillar No. 54, 
It turns along Jail Road towards North upto boundary pillar No. 57 and there¬ 
from it turns towards Northeast along Cantonment boundary upto pillar No. 59B, 
and then it turns Westwards along Cantonment boundary upto boundary pillar 
No. 60. From boundary pillar No. 60, it turns towards North along Cantonment 
boundary upto boundary pillar No. 61, then it turns eastwards along Cantonment 
boundary upto pillar No, 62, then It turns Northwards along Cantonment boundary 
unto pillar No. 63. From boundary pillar No. 63 along Man gal Pandey Marg, 
It turns towards East upto its crossing of Nehru Road and Prabhoo Da.val Road. 
From the crossing of Nehru Road, Mangal Pandey Marg and Prabhoo Daval Road, 
It turns towards East along the Prabhoo Daval Marg upto the crossing Gurcharan 
Lai and Prpbhoo Dayal Margs. From the crossing of Gurcharan Lai and Prabhoo 
Dayal Margs along Gur Charan Lai Road, it turns towards South upto its crossing 
with Nehru Road. From the crossing of Nehru Road and Gur Charan Lai Marg, 
It turns towards Southeast along Nehru Road upto its crossing with Mahatma 
Gandhi Road. From the crossing of Mahatma Gandhi Road and Nehru Road It 
turns towards Southwest along Mahatma Gandhi Road upto Its crossing with 
Lai Bahadur Shastri Marg. From the crossing of Mahatma Gandhi Road and 
Lai Bahadur Shastri Marg, it turns towards South along Rai Bareilly Road upto 
boundary pillar No, 50. 
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Ward No. IV 

From the junction of Mahatma Gandhi Road and Haig Road the boundary 
runs towards South along Mahatma Gandhi Road upto crossing of Dilkusha and 
Mahatma Gandhi Roads and then it turns towards East along Dilkusha Ruad 
upto its junction with Kasturba Marg and turns towards South along Kasturua 
Marg upto crossing of Nehru Road and Kasturba Marg and turns towards North¬ 
west along Nehru Road upto its Junction with Gur Charan Lai Marg. "From the 
junction of Nehru Road and Gur Charan Lai Marg the boundary runs towards 
Northeast along Gur Charan Lai Marg upto its junction with Butcher Mohal Lane 
and then turns towards East along Butcher Mohal Lane upto its junction with 
Debt Street and turns towards Northeast along Debi Street upto the junction of 
Haig Road and Mahatma Gandhi Road. 

Ward No. V 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 81 the boundary runs towards North 
along Cantonment boundary upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 and from 
boundary pillar No. 1, it runs Eastwards along Cantonment boundary upto. 
boundary pillar No, 19, at the crossing with Burning Ghat Road. From Canton¬ 
ment boundary pillar No. 19, it runs towards South along the Burning Ghat. 
Road upto crossing of Burning Ghat and Blbiapur Road and turps towards North¬ 
west along Blbiapur Road upto its crossing with Dilkusha Road, then turns 
towards Southwest along Dilkusha Road upto its crossing with Mahatma Gandhi 
Road and then turns towards North along Mahatma Gandhi Road upto the junc¬ 
tion of Mahatma Gandhi Road, Debi Street, and Haig Road and then turns 
Southwest along Debi Street upto its junction with Butcher Mohal Lane, From 
the iunction oi Debt Street and Butcher Mohal Lane the boundary runs towards 
West along Butcher Mohal upto the junction with Gur Charan Lat Marg and 
then turns towards Southwest along Gur Charan Lai Marg, upto the junction of 
Mahabir Prasad Marg and Gur Charan Lai Marg. From the junction of Mahabir 
.Prasad Marg and Gur Charan Lai Marg, it turns towards Northwest along Maha¬ 
bir Prasad Marg upto its junction with Kalloo Mai Marg and turns towards 
Northeast along Kalloo Mai Marg upto Lukri Mohal Nala and along Nala upto 
the Railway Line boundary and turns towards West along Railway boundary 
upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 81. 

Ward No. VI 

From boundary pillar No. 81 the boundary runs towards West along Canton¬ 
ment boundary upto boundary pillar No. 80 at its crossing with Nehru Road. From 
boundary pillar No. 80 it turns towards Southeast along Nehru Road upto itg 
crossing with Mangal Pandey Marg and Prabhoo Dayal Marg. From the crossing 
of Nehru Road and Mangal Pandey Marg and Prabhoo Dayal Marg, it turns South¬ 
east along Prabhoo Dayal Marg upto its junction with Gurcharan Lai Marg. From 
the junction of Prabhoo Dayal and Gurcharan Lai Margs it turns towards North 
upto the crossing of Gurcharan Lai and Mahabir Prasad Margs and then turns 
towards Northwest along Mahalbir Prasad Marg upto its junction with Kalloo 
Mai Marg. From the junction of Kalloo Mai Marg and Mahabir Prasad Marg 
the houndary runs towards Northeast along Kalloo Mai Marg upto Lakri Mohal 
Nala and along Nala upto Railway boundary and turns towards West along the 
Railway boundary upto boundary pillar No. 81. 

Ward No. VII 

From boundary pillar No. 80 at its crossing with Nehru Road the boundary

S.R.O. 16-E—-Whereas, certain draft rules regulating the division of the 
Jhansi Cantonment into wards for the purpose of holding elections in the said 
Cantonment and the determination of the number of members tc be elected by 
each ward were published as required by section 31 of the Cnntonments Act.

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b)

S.R.O, 17-E. —Whereas, certain draft rules regulating the division of the 
Kosauli Cantonment into wards for the purpose of holding elections in the said 
Cantonment and the determination of the number of members to be elected by 
each ward were published as required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act. 
1924 (2 of 1924) at pages 98 to 100 of the Gazette of India, Part II Section 4, or 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence S.R.O. No. 11B dated tho 
13th February, 1970 inviting objections or suggestions from all persons likely to 
be affected thereby within a period of thirty days from the date of publication 
of the said notification; 

And whereas, the said notification was made available to the public on the 
21st February, 1970; 

And whereas, no objections or suggestions were received from the public; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of tlie powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b), 
of section 31 jjf the said Act and in supersession of the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 290 dated the 26th Augffrt, 
I 960 , the Central Government hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
division of Kasauli Cantonment into wards, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Kasauli 
Cantonment (Division into wards) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come ino force at once. 

2. Division of Cantonment into wards,—For the purpose of holding elections

Ward No, III—1 (Reserved for member of Scheduled Castes/or Tribes). 

Ward No. IV—1.

Ward No. I 

Area bounded by a line starting from Bazar boundary pillar No. 29 running

along with khud in Westerly direction upto a point behind the public latrines and 
then turning to North-westerly direction and from behind House Nos. 254 and

corner oi the Military Dairy Farm and turning Eastwards along the track leading 
to cemetry i.e. below Evlyin Bungalow then turning to M.E.S7 Pucca Path upto 
a point loining Upper Circular Road, then turning to Eastern direction along 
Upper Circular Road upto a point below A.S.C. Warrant Officer Quarters, then 
turning to the South along the M.E.S- Road upto the junction of Cart Road below 
Church of England then along the Cart Road turning Westward upto the point 
of starting i.e. boundary pillar No, 29. 


Ward No, II

turning North-easterly direction to link public latrines below house No. 255 and 
then turning to North-western direction and from behind house Nos. 254 and 255 
taking a turn to the Western direction behind the Sadar Bazar Shops and from a 
point behind House No. 64 turning to Southern direction going right through 
Krishna Gali ibelow House No. 143 and from there turning Eastwards along th» 
path going through Sweepers Mohalla and terminating at the point of start i.e. 
Boundary pillar No, 31. 
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Vyvm No. III. 

Area bounded by a line of ward No. I from near junction of roads below 
Church of England leading Northerly direction towards double storeyed Military 
Barracks along the boundary of Ward No. I upto the junction of the track lead¬ 
ing to cemetry with Cart Hoad then turning Eastwards along the track and 
Nullah near incinerator and Military Farm to boundary line turning round 
towards South to boundary pillar No. 65, thence along the cantonment boundary 
line towards East upto cantonment boundary pillar No. 71, then from cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 71 turning South upto cantonment boundary pillar No. 72 , 
from cantt. boundary pillar No. 72 turning West upto cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 78. From the cantonment boundary pillar No. 78 turning round towards 
South-east upto cantonment boundary pillar No. 91, thence turning Southwards 
along the Lower Mall upto boundary pillar No. 93, thence turning North-west 
along the Lower Mall upto boundary pillar No. 1(H) linking Kalka Bridle Road, 
thence turning towards North-west along the Kalka Bridle Road upto boundary 
pillar No. I and joining the Lower Circular Road, thence turning North along the 
Lower Circular Road to Mashobra Bridge and thence upto Bazar boundary pillar 
No. 31, thence turning North East along the khud to link public latrines below 
house No. 255, thence running in the same direction along khud side to link with 
road to cantonment Oil Godown to join Bazar boundary pillar No. 29, joining 
Cart Road, then running towards North-east along the Cart Road uptcr junction 
of roads and terminating at the point of start. 


Ward No. IV. 

Area bounded by a line starting from a point near the Military Hospital from 
the junction of Cart Road and track leading to cantonment General Hospital 
running in Northern direction along the Cart Road upto North-Western corner of 
Military Dairy and from there turning East upto the junction of cemetry path 
with Cart Road, then along the cemetry path upto old cemetry No. 4. then turning 
towards South along the Nullah near incinerator and Military Farm to canton¬ 
ment boundary line turning towards North side along the boundary line to boun¬ 
dary pillar No. 60 turning towards Eastern, Southern direction to boundary pillar 
No. 59 thence along boundary line turning North East towards cantonment boun¬ 
dary pillar No. 56 then turning towards North along the boundary line upto 
boundary pillar No. 52 turning south Westerly upto pillars Nos. 50, 49, 48, 47 then 
along the kutcha track upto boundary pillar No. 46 then towards western direct- 
tion along the cantonment boundary line upto boundary pillar No. 35, then 
turning South West along with cantonment boundary upto cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 25, then turning Southerly, Westerly and Easterly directions along with 
cantonment boundary upto cantonment boundary pillar No. 2, then turning 
towards North along Lower Circular Road upto a point of junction of boundary 
of ward No. II with Lower Circular Road at Bazar boundary pillar No. 31, then 
running towards West along with upper path leading through Sweepers Mohalla 
and just below the house No. 143 and 143/A and then passing towards North 
through Krishna Gall along the boundary of ward No. II and joining the boun¬ 
dary of ward No. I near house No. 64, then turning to Western direction along- 
with boundary of ward No. I joining the Lower Circular Road, and turning Norm 
Easterly along the Lower Circular Road upto boundary pillar No. 2i2, then turning 
towards East along the boundary of ward No. I and terminating at the point of 
start at the point near the Military Hospital from the junction of Cart Road and 
track leading to the cantonment General Hospital.
